More Canadian soldiers are ealled 
for—twenty thousand is the num- 
ber—for the fighting line Can- 
ada will give them, gladly, proudly 
enthusiastically . A division of 
20,000 troops, with its comple- 
ments of cavalry, artillery and 
service men, makes a formidable 
little army of itself. Not many 
centuries ago it would have been 
regarded as a great army, suflicien- 
tly large to turn the tide in al- 
most any conflict. On so vast a 
scale, however, are the operations 
of the present war being carriod on 
that it is a comparatively unim- 
portant unit as far as size goes. 
When all the figures are available 
it may be found that the losses one 
both sides in a single day of the fierce 
strife Along the Aisne may equal 
ite mere numbers. 

“That is not the point, however. 

It is quality thet tells, and this 
Canadian force will be second to 
none in the mighty host that is en- 
gaged in the task of driving the 
Germans out of France. The first 
contingent elicited unstinted praise 
from all the military experts priv- 
ileged to see it. Every man was a 
marksman; every man was fit, 
having passed the most rigid ex- 
amination and re-examination; 
every man was a tireless marcher 
and inured to every sprt of wea-

Speech from the Throne 


Mr. SPEAKER AND GENTLEMEN OF 
THE LRGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY: 

It gives me great pleasure to wel- 
come you to the second session of 
the Third Legislature of the Prov- 
ince of Alberta. 

The fact that the Empire of 
which we form a part is now ina 
state of War, renders the present 
occasion probably the most serious 
in the history of your Assembly, 
and your best effort will be required 
to meet the unusual condit!ons 
consequent upon the existing state 
of affairs in the Empire. 

As a consequence of the War, it 
has been considered both a duty 
and a privilege that troops should 
be raised in the Dominion of Can- 
ada for the purpose of assisting His 
Majesty’s Government, and I feel 
deeply gratified that, the people of 
Alberta have responded to this call 
in a larger proportion than any 
other Province in the Dominion of 


Canada. 

My Government has considered 
it advisable to give practical assist- 
ance in the way of supplies to the 
Imperial government, and the fact 
that the Province of Alberta was 
the first Province to take this course 


and, up to the present time, the 


most liberal in proportion to pop- 
ulation, has been to me a source of 
great gratification and has received 
widespread commendation from all 
parts of the Empire 

The* practical unanimity with 
which the Civil Service of Alberta 
have approved the proposals for as- 
sistance to the dependants resident | 
in Canada of those taking part in 
the War has been to me a source of 
great pleasure, and the liberal sub- 
scription will not only be of great 
assistance in itself but has already 
as an example to others greatly en- 
larged the funds of the Canadian 
Patriotic Association and will be of 
material benefit in saving from 
suffering those who should be the 
first of our people. 

Only absolutely essential Public 
Bills will be introduced at this 
Session, and as the Private Bills 
are limited in number it is hoped 
that at this serious time you may 
not be long detained from your 
other duties.

A letter, dated Sept. 22nd, from 
Jas, Cummings, a British army re- 
servist and employee of The Adver- 
tiser, was received this week from 
Hull, Yorkshire, England, in which | 
he says. in part, "No doubt you) 
will be wondering in what part of 
the world I am. We landed here 
in England two weeks ago to-day. 
We have been on the go ever since. 
Our voyage took two weeks and a 
day and I must say that it was one 
of the worst sea trips I have ever 
made as the food was simply scan- 
dalous. The meat was bad and the} 
water wasn’t fit to drink. The on- | 
ly explanation we got from the crew 
was they had had no orders until | 
the last minute, when the govern- 
ment commandeered their boat to | 
take us reservists from Canada and 
where it generally tukes 7 or 8 days 
to cross it took us 15 as, owing to 
the crisis, we had to take a differ. 
ent course than usual, We got to 
England anyhow and we could very 
plainly hear’ as we passed Dover, 
the big guns over in France and it 
was not a pleasant thing to hear af- 
ter living in peace so long in Can- 
ada. I guess they mean to get us 
to the front as soon as possible now 
and no doubt by the time you get 
this I will be on ‘‘the firing line.” 
All my regiment, (the Lancashire 
Fusileers,) haa been in France ever 
vince the beginning of the war.
